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Improving GEOS Printer 
Output 

by Stephen Collie 

There seems to be much telk at the 
moment abovA printing from GEOS, 
There sre nisnv ■\\=q.\s to imra'cs the 
output from an ordinsry printer 
vh4thout splsshing out on a Laserprinter. 
For example, LQ Print from GUC in 
Gerxnaxiy is just one of the programs 
vAich cio this. There are also riiany 
Double and Quadruple Strike printer 
drivers arwilable from 'rarious PD 
lilji'-aries, Hov,«"5«r, there seems ^«rv 
little help for the ordinarv Serial 
inter feceid printer, i=e. the MPS series 
from Commodore and my o'wn, a 
SEIKOSHA SP-IOOOVC, These are 
printers which print out at 60 dpi 
horizontally, and as anyone wdth one of 
these wxll know. I do not tiiink they 
■v^ili not work %wth LQ Print. 
First, some tesics, GEOS is principally 
designed to ha^^e a horlsont.sl resolution 
of 80 dots per inch. This me-ans the 
rulers in geoPaint, geo Write and 
geoPu.blish sre only 8C:curate if the 
documents is printed out at 80 dpi. 
Although some printers do print at 80 
api, m.any cannot, so none of the rulers 
are accurate and GEOS dccumants 
expand to 1/3 more then an A4 page, 
This is all aswell as the loss of 
resolution and the 'dot'tiness of the 
printouts, 

Howe-s^r, all is not gloorn, 1 ho7-te 
'ftTitten a printer dri^rer for my printer, 
the SEIKOSHA, which exhsnces the 
resolution to SO dpi ^?ithout any loss of 
clarity This is achie^^d by printing 
each line t\T;ice. By doing this an 
effecti^'e resolution of 120 dpi can te 
printed. This new impro^'ed resolution 
can easily print at 80 dpi (See Fig 1). 
Although the dots are not exactly 
e'.^enly sp,9ced, the difference is too 



small to notice. I do not know if this driver 
will work with other 60 dpi printers, but if 
snyone would like a copy to try, ]j?ou ai-e 
welcome to one on recepit of a blank 
formatted disk. 

I have gone hjrther than this and written a 
Quadrupole strike 80 dpi printer dri^.^r finr 
my printer. This dri^ier interpolates 
hetv,«en the dots printed to gi'',^ a solid 
black line, inste.sd of a line of separate dots, 
And it still increases the resolution to 80 
dpi! 

I hope soon to 'WTite a Reduction dri\«r for 
my printer, Howe^^r that has to be shehed 
at the moment - E>[AIvlS \W\ By the time ynu 
(hopefully) re:3d this I will h3.^.=e finisihed.!

Printing Pound Signs 

by Stephen Collie 

Because GEOS is sn Arnericari program, it is 
unable to print the good old British Pound 
sign. AJthough GEOS VI 3 had this ability, 
no other GEOS ■^'ersions carx, to my 
knowledge. There have teen rn-sriy w^aj's to 
cure this, bu.t this is what I ha^'e done to get 
ai'ound the proWem. 
This is 3ii easy method to con'^.'ert the 
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Comm, Compat, printer dri^jer to 
print pound signs. (I use the ik;tion 
Replay IMA cartridge monitor, as it 
is the one I find easiest to use, bjt 
GeoDebjgger would also \TOuId fine, 
as would any other Monitor.) 

1. On a SPARE disk - not one 
with an)^.hing important on 
(accidents o^x happen) ha^e a copy of 
the printer dri^^r to con^^rt. It is 
tetter if it is on the first jssge, and 
the name is all capitals, as this makes 
it easier to find \\?ith a monitor. 

2. Exit GEOS and load your 

monitor. Read track $12'(18 

decimal), sector $01 (1 decimal) into 

memorv. 
., 

3. Display the sector in ASCII. 
Find the name COMM. COMPAT. If it 
is not in this sector, although it 
w:iuld be if it was on the first page of 
the disk note pad, read the next 
directory sector with the track and 
sector pointers .at the beginning of 
this Uock, The first b^te is the next 
track, and the second bjM.e is the 
next sector. If they are $00 and $FF 
then this is the last directory sector. 
\Vhen you have found the name, look 
at the two bj+es imm&iiately before 
the name, These point to the first 
sector of the file, 

4. Reed this sector into memory. 
Using the tr.3ck and sector pointers 
in the fii'st t%T.^! b)?tes of the sector, 
read the second sector into memory. 

5. At the 96th b>^.e of the second 
sector (or ofi^set $60 i.e. if it is in 
memory starting at SCOOO then the 
b,^e is' at $C060), there should be 
$?B (123 in decim.al). Change this to 
$7F(127). 



6. Rewrite the sector to disk at the same 
location you read it fi'om. 

This new updated dri'i^r should now print 
pound signs, end also the square brackets. 
Pound signs ai'e tj^ped by pressing the 
Commodore key and the Up Ai'row key, and 
squai-e brackets by pressing SHIFT end the 
square bracket kevs.

This 
system does not require the need to open 
the cassette to spray literal quantities of ink 
into it and than ha^^ to wsit for it to soak in. 
There are two sj^terns, one is manual the 
other is motorised, According to form you 
just pull a loop of ribbon and feed it round an 
ink cartridge which is in contact -mth the 
aispensmg nossle and iust 'aind a^^^a.y, or 
press the button if it's the electirc model. 

According to the manufacturers it works 
out at 30 penc-e per ribbon The rub is, axid 
there slv-fsys has to te. a rub the cost of the 
manual system is £39,30 and ink cartridges 
are £6.0iJ for a pack of six, A good thing I 
think if 8. couple of people could get together 
witJi it or e-v-en better make it a GeoCIub 
exercise, a small ch.arge fijr the ser^ace to 
cover costs and a bdt extra for club funds.

(or characters that GEOS can 
produce)

Many nevv' users may te pmsled bv the 
new characters available with GEOS. 
Ho«,^.\ier the new characters are all 
standard characters and some can te 
^ery useful when used in the right 
places. 

GEOS mainly conforms to the ASCII 
(American St.andard Code for 
Information Interch-ange) standard for 
characters although there ere a few 
differences (as alwa.j'sl). ASCII Codes 
are simili.ar to the PET-ASCII codes 
used b^ the C64. The ASCII codes 
range from 32 to 126, i.e 95 different 
characters. This includes some new 
charaicters which hs.^'e not pre^^oulsy 
teen seen on the C64. The rnsp of the 
C54 keyboard (Opposite), sho-*^ how to 
tjpe the new characters, as%\=ell as 
many familial' ones. For example, the 
Pound sign (which only some fonts 
ha^e) is printed by holding down the 
Commodore key and pressing the Up 
Ai-row key. although this is not shovwx 
on that particular key The Pound Sign 
key dues not have any function in 
GEOS, so does not print anj'thing at all, 
as also shown on the diagram. 



I haA=e compiled the character listing 
(Page 7 )just for my interest and they 
ha^.'e no practical ^^al^js at ail! It is 
self-explanatory, just sho%^dng the 95 
different characters with their ASCII 
codes in hexadecimal and decimal, and 
some notes a.bDu.t certain charactere, 

When GEOS prints out a document in 
the IJLQ or Draft style, onto a 
Cornm^odore Cornp-stable printer (using 
the 'Comrn. Comp.at.' printer driver) 



the ASai codes ha^^e to te translated into 
PETASCII codes. Bemuse of this not all the 
characters v^dll print out the same on the 
paper as shown on the screen when WLO or 
Draft style is used. It should fce possible to 
adapt the Comm. Compat printer driver to 
print out the pound sign in pai'ticluar - 
something 1 will .attempt in the near future 
(I hope!).

As 
I hold the SOLE UK rights to distribute this 
software and ha^ that in -^^Titting I reported 
the matter to KAS,T ( Federation Against 
Soft\%«re Theft ). I was informed that for 
them to follow up this matter I wnuld haA'e 
to join the federation, as a Softw^are 
Distribjter this wduM cost me £1,175.

Dear Brian 
GeoPuHish Mall run on any disk drive 
the fcig problem is the capacity, A 
1541 or 1570 are single sided dri'i'es 
and the capacity is only 133K when 
you thinlk that GeoPuHish takes up 
90K then jjou will appreciate that it 
lea^jes Httle room from much else so 
jciu. need to be very careful ^txat you. 
ha^JB on the disk with the program. If 
you have a 1571 which is a double 
sided drive v;fcich means it reaids toth 
sides v.ithout turnirig over the disk 
and c-cmsequently gives yciu 333 K 
capacity A 1581 which is a 3.5" drive 
has a capacity of almost 800K and so 
JQU see the big improyment in 
capacity. 

This then tarings me onto Ram 
Expansion. For serious users it is 
definitley a must, it is used Just like a 
disk di-ive and is known as a RamDisk. 
V?hen yon install an REU you must 
then configure yonr BootDisk with 
'Configvi-e' so that the DeskTop kno%Ti's 
what you have where and the best way 
I can explain it is to discribe my set 
up. I have a C128D, my A Dri\'e is the 
l3uilt-in 1571, B Drive is my REU and C 
Drib's is my 1581, so when I boot-up 
my DeskTop indicates this set up. 
Then I ha-vs various 'SetUp' disks -ftith 
DeskTop GeoWrite end -^riovs other 
programs like my Printer Drivers and 
fonts. I Load this Set-Up into my 
RamDisk and then go to that to do all 



my work, the reason for this is it is much 
faster than v-Drking on a disk, the only thing 
jiou MUST rememter is that if you wish to 
keep a copy of whatever you do it must be 
placed onto a disk because the contents of 
the RamDisk is lost on svi'itch off Regarding 
the up-grade to 2 megebfie, I have to admit 
to you that my 1 Meg up-grade I did not do 
mjjself bjtt had it done by a friend in the USA 
I will endeTOUi' to send you details and 
indeed will try to include it in geoWEWS 
next month for all to read. It is not so 
straight forward as to just adding a few 
chips, there is also a logic toard and unless 
j'ou are competent at doing this sort of wsrk 
would not recomend that yon attempt it. It 
may be possiUe to have it up-graded by the 
guy who did mine, he did and excellent job 
and I highly recommend his ViJork. He also 
did a very quick turn around.
